London, March 19—Neither the ad- 


vance by way of Fourteen Streams nor 
Colonel Plumer's movement has yet re- 
sulted in bringing news of Mafeking's 
relief. 


In Bloemfowtein and Natal there are 


apparently no serious developments, 
and public interest remains centered in 
Colonel Baden-Powell's force, undia- 
tracted by events of greater military 
importance. However, it appears like- 
ly that the converging troops towards 
Mafeking Indicates a much more se- 
rious purpose -than merely its relief.

Great Care to Be Taken Re-

Bank Examiners 


Must Report 


Washington, March 19—Controller of 


the Currency Dawes and his force are 
working hard to meet the demand for 
the new bank notes and the transfer 
of one class of bonds for another to se- 
cure circulation. 


The national bank notes issued for 


the six days last week were $5,641,9'!0 
and those destroyed anly ?1,083,320. The 
net result was an increase of the cir- 
culation, Saturday, to $2,257,098.687. 


This is an increase of ten millions 


since Jan. 31, and $7,500,000 since Feb. 
28. 


A considerable part of the increase of 


circulation is due to orders which are 
pouring in upon the treasury for cii- 
culation to the par of bonds already 
pledged as a basis of circulation. The 
sum of $2,030,600 in new bank notes was 
shipped, by the controller Saturday of 
which all but $300,000 were from banks 
raising their circulation to par. 


The circulation secured by bonds no 


stands at $219,211,712 and that acquired 
by the deposits of lawful money and in 
process of retirement at $37,886,975. 


The various transfers of bonds by 


banks, with withdrawals In some cases 
to take advantage of the market prices, 
have had-the effect of anticipating the 
legaChmit of three millions ner month 
for the withdrawal of clroularioni. The 
March account and the Aaril account 
have been overdrawn to the amount 
<r $2,150,100. Bonds cannot be with- 
drawn by the banks any faster than 
the law .permits the retirement of cir- 
culation. 


Controller Dawes intends to scrutin- 


ize carefully all the applications for 
new bank charters, whether they come 
from banks already in existence under 
state laws or-from new applicants for 
charters. He has instructed the na- 
tional bank examiners throughout the 
United States that he will reauire 
them, in all cases, to report upon the 
character and standing! of the appli- 
cants for charters.

Funds Throughout the 


Island of Luzon 


FORECAS'l 


Manila, March 19.—Reports are current 


here of active rebel reorganization In the 
province of Morons w hero the Insurgent 
leaders are said to be assisted by prom- 
inent Spanish residents. Inhabitants of 
this prttVlhce who are now In Manila 
have been advised not to return to their 
homes, but to remain under the protec- 
tion of the Americans. It is also re- 
ported that the rebels are reorganizing 
In the province of Zambales under Mas- 
cardo. 


Brigands are committing atrocities In 


the province of Nueva Eeiga, where they 
have murdered 20 natives and Chinamen. 
Eight other murders hava been com- 
mitted near Tarlac, 
The Nueva Eciga 


insurgents are heavily taxing local trad- 
ers and farmers, with the results that 
business Is paralyzed, and there is a 
general scarcity of food. 


The funds for maintaining this guerilla 


warfare are collected from the various 
towns of the island whether occupied by 
the Americans or not, even including 
Manila, 


In the province of ATbay the Insurgents 


hava ceased harrassdng the Americans, 
owing, It is reported, to a lack of am- 
munition, but they continue ravaging 
the countryside, burning and looting. 
Tne natives are tiring of this sort of 
thing, and threaten to turn against the 
marauders. 
Already the townspeople 


of Legaspl, Albay and Donzol are slowly 
returning to their homes. 


Major Allen of the Forty-third regi- 


ment, has been appointed military gov- 
ernor of the island of Samar, where Luk- 
ban, the former leader of the rebels in | 
that locality, is still in the mountains. 


General Kobbe has opened 20 ports in 


th« southern part of Luzon, and in the 
Islands of Samor and Leyte, the result 
of which IS to stimulate trade there, al- 
though only temporarily, as the coun- 
try opened is non-productive, and ap- 
parently non-consuming. 
Owing to the 


present conditions of the last 12 months, 
products accumulated during the block- 
ade. 
These will be shipped to Manila, 


and then the ports will be empty. 


General Otis considers Manila the most 


troublesome centre in the situation to- 
day. The insurgent junta here, in con- 
Junction with that in Hong Kong, is 
growing active.

Ther= is said fo be no fear 
entertained that any seri>us danger to 
American Interev?/ is impending. 


It is suggested that the published re- 


ports have as their basis the recent ac- 
tion of the navy department, made pub- 
lic at the time, to send a warship to the 
port of Taku, at the mouth of the Pieho 
river. This was done as a result of the 
representations made to the state de- 
partment by Minister Conger, who re- 
ported that serious attacks had been 
made upon the American missions In 
Shan Tung by the "Boxers," a powerful 
and numerous anti-foreign league of 
Chinese.

his vessels the admst-al had decided to 
Bend to the Chinese port. The secretary j 
further denies emphatically the correct- , 
ness of the publication so far as the navy ' 
department Is concerned, and adds that 
there have been no conferences such as 
were reported as having taken place on j 
the subject.

After meeting in separate conferences 


all Saturday afternoon the manufactur- 
ers and labor leaders began a joint meet- 
ing at 8 p.m. At this meeting the manu- 
facturers submitted to the machinists a 
-proposal for arbitration substantially as 
follows: 


All strikes and lockouts to be called 


off. 
An arbitration committee, consist- 


ing of the presidents of the two organ- 
izations and two members of each as- 
sociation, who shall arbitrate all present 
and future difficulties and whose de- 
cision shall be accepted as final by both, 
parties to the agreement. 


On the second proposition the two as- 


sociations were united. The labor lead- 
ers, after holding a meeting, refused to 
agiree to the first proposition and sub- 
mitted a demand for immediate and 
separate arbitration of the Chicago diffi- 
culty. This the manufacturers refused 
to ratify and the-conference broke lip, 
both rfWes making what amounted to a 
formal declaratioij-,of war. The declara- 
tion of the machinists took the form of 
an international strike made by Presi- 
dent O'Connell and Organizer Reed. 


After the conference ended early Sun- 


day morning President O'Connell of tlve 
union declared' that strikes would be 
called immediately In all parts of the 
Uni ted States arid Canada. Such strikes 
would involve lOO'.OOO men and cause to 
be shut down foa^'aft indefinite period 
plants having-an,'aggregate capacity of 
millions of dollars.

the fray. The farm was one of 240 
acres. 
It was rolling country and 


fenced in by the old fashioned barbless 
Wire fences. The soil was dark loam 
end easily worked. 
There was sand 


enough so that a plow would scour 
fairly well, and there were no rocks. [ 
The boy had watched his uncle plow 
the day before, and It did not seem 
very hard work. So, with a light plow 
S.nd the old team, he started in with 
considerable

A writer who is evidently informed 


on the subject claims that Mahmoud 
Bey oould not have accomplished the 
fcafc of decapitation with an ordinary 
saber and asserts that the Turk's yata- 
ghan was "loaded" with quicksilver. 
The yataghan, he explains, is a short 
sword, shaped something like a butcher's 
cleaver, with an apparently hollow tube 
running along the back from hilt to 
point. This tube carries a charge of 
quicksilver. When the sword is laid up- 
right, this quicksilver rests at the hilt. 
As a blow is siWjk the liquid metal is 
hurleu dowa the grooved channel, lend- 
ing deadly additional weight to the 
blow. 


The assertion made that this is the 


sole instance of its kind in the history 
of 100 years is not borne out by facts. 
The same feat was performed during 
the civil war, not with a "loaded" yata- 
ghan, but with an ordinary United 
States army saber. The man who wield- 
ed the sword in this episode, Colonel E. 
Bloss Parsons, died recently in Koches- 
ter. Colonel Pareons was one of the 
wealthiest and best known men in New 
York state, and though be bad never 
related the story the details were found 
among his private papers after his death. 
The incident was illustrated and de- 
scribed in Harper's Weekly at the time. 


It was in 1864. Colonel Parsons, who 


was noted as a horseman, was attached 
to General Sheridan's staff. 
While reo- 


onnoitering one day with a squad of 
troopers under General Davis they wero 
surprised by a detachment of Confeder- 
ate cavalry. A pitched battle ensued, 
and Parsons, who was in tbe rear, saw 
a rebel officer level a revolver at Gen- 
eral Davis' head. Jabbing the spurs in- 
to bis horse, he swung bis saber above 
his bead, and, dashing by just as the 
officer fired, he made a terrific full 
arm sweep. The Confederate's 
head 


leaped from the shoulders as swiftly as 
if it had been severed by a guillotine. 
The feat ia more remarkable when it is 
considered that Parsons was a slim, 
beardless fellow of 21. In comparison 
Mahmond Bey's single slash with his 
yataghan loses much of its importance. 


Colonel Parsons was brevetted gener- 


al for distinguished services during the 
war, 
but characteristic modesty forbade 


the use of that title wben be returned 
to civilian life. Not only did he per- 
form the only authentic feat of decapi- 
tation during the civil war, but he was 
the hero of a remarkable ride. A few 
days before the battle of Gettysburg 
was fought General Meade had an im- 
portant m&sage to send to General 
Harding, 100 miles distant. As the 
route was through a country swarming 
with rebels, the message was written 
on tissue paper, that it mignt be swal- 
lowed in case the carrier was captured. 
The commander was in doubt regarding 
a suitable messenger. He summoned 
General Davis to headquarters. 


"General, who is the hardest rider, 


as well aa the most trustworthy man, in 
the service?" asked Meade. 


"Colonel Parsons, sir," waa the 


prompt reply. 


"Send him to me at once." 
It was 6 o'clock on a Monday night 


when General Meade gave the young 
officer his instructions. He was to ride 
with all baste to General Harding'B 
headquarters and return at onoe with 
In answer. 


The messenger retired. Two hundred 


miles were to be covered. The roads 
were heavy, and they led through the 
enemy's country. 


Exactly at noon on the following day 


Colonel 
Parsons 
entered 
General 


Meade's tent. Tbe latter's face grew 
purple with rage, and he ripped ont a 
Bring of oaths. 


"Is this the way you obey orders?" 


he thundered. " What are you hanging 
iround camp for? You ought to be with 
Seneral Harding by this time." 


"I have jnst returned from General 


Harding, sir." 


"You lie I" exclaimed the exasperated 


jeneral. 


Parson's face paled, and he dug the 


aails in his Lands to restrain himself. 
"General Meade," he said in a voice 
Jhat ill concealed his anger, "if you 
were not my commanding officer, I 
would knock you down for that insult."

In thick -weather they know, tak- 
ing wind and tide into consideration, 
how long they should stand on each 
course and try never to pass the "sig- 
nal" at the end of it. 
When they have

"running the time and distance." 1 
have gone into Halifax on a steamer, 
that met with thick fog from Cape Cod 
down. One morning the captain said to 
me:

No 
evil ever came to the town or to indi- 
viduals by refusing1 to grant them, 
while the good of the community abso- 
lutely requires the refusal to 
grant 


them. The money that may be re- 
ceived by the town for licenses will cost 
taxpayers many times that amount in 
taxes. We looked over the names in 
last year's report who received aid 
from, the town and find that more than 
four-fifths of the people helped were 
addicted to the use of drink. All ex- 
perience shows the truth of this state- 
ment. Rum makes people pcor. "The 
drunkard shall come to poverty." 


Police courts are almost wholly de- 


voted to liquor cases, and the higher 
courts are largely employed in cases 
which -are the direct result of alcoholic 
drink. Our almshouses arid prisons are 
filled with people addicted to drink. 
There is not a finanacial or social rea- 
son why the drink traffic should he 
allowed to exist in a civilized commun- 
ity.

i White It Is generally accounted that 
the sheep and Angora goat furnish 
most of the revenues to the rancher in 
(the broken and wooded country south 
pf the Staked plains and west of the 
(Colorado river, it IB nevertheless a fact 
(that the razorback hog contributes a 
[full share. Probably there is no coun- 
try anywhere better adapted to the 
production of cheap pork. 
The hills 


are covered •with cedar and a great va- 
riety of scrub oak trees, and the can-

On the morn- 
ing appointed the dogs are turned loose 
and started out on a hog trail, and the 
men ride after them just as on a wolf 
chase. 
As the pigs cannot hold out 


very longxrae of them is soon caught, 
and his squeals bring back the rest of 
the bunch to his aid. As soon as the 
pig is free the sows form a circle 
around the pigs, from which they now 
and then dash out at their tormentors 
and all the while grunting like the rat- 
tling of a hundred old wagons. By the 
time the uproar has reached its full 
height the hunters ride up and hiss the 
dogs on to seize the sows. When one 
Is caught, two men go to the assistance 
of the dog, one with a club to beat off 
the other hogs, the other with a bit of 
rope to tie the one seized. When all 
of them have thus been put out of 
the way of fighting, the pigs are 
caught and marked. 
Then the sows 


are given their liberty, and the dogs 
start out on a new trail When it hap- 
pens that there are hogs belonging to 
several different men, the pigs are sim- 
ply divided. 


While the work of "marking" is more 
! 


like sport than labor it is not less ex- 
citing than that of getting the hogs 
ready for market, for as it is impossi- 


j ble to drive them any distance—even to 


the corrals at the ranches—it Is neces- 
sary simply to butcher them out in the 
hills. 


So along in the early part of the 


•winter, after the new mast has fallen 
and the hogs are as fat as they will 
get, the ranchers load their wagons- 
,with salt, grub, kettles and lard cans, 
take their dogs and Winchesters and 
strike out for the hills. 
They make 


camp near-some spring or water hole 
and then begin the work of "killing," 
which includes the rendering of the 
lard and salting of the meat It is like 
a great hunt. 
Whenever a wagon 


load of lard and meat has been put up 
it is taken to the nearest ranch, and 
left there until the "killing" season is 
over; then. It is loaded again and

Judge Phelps of this and Judge Bixby 
of Adams to attend the funeral. The 
bar will meet on April 3 to draft reso- 
lutions on the death of the late justice. 


In writing of his death the Pittsfield 


correspondent of the Springfield Re- 
publican says: The news of the death 
of Justin Dewey of your city caused 
great sorrow in this county, where the 
most of his noble life was soent. He 
never forgot Berkshire, and he en- 
joyed coming back here to soend his 
summers. 
The Berkshire bar 
held 


Judge Dewey in high veneration, as 
did all our people, as an able jurist 
and a pure man. There will be much 
interest in the selection of his success- 
or, and Berkshire with no superior 
court judge would welcome the ap- 
pointment of one of her 
own sons.

is developed to a very high degree," 
remarked Percy A. McGeorge, the head 
of a Xew York printing company, t» 
the Boston Herald's correspondent, 
"but a mail living among type presses 
can see where it is still in its infancy. 
There is a craze for color printing, and, 
strange to say, we have made but little 
progress in this direction as compared 
with what has been accomplished In 
other branches of the art. It is true 
we see a good deal of color in our Sun- 
day newspapers and occasionally In 
the magazines, but this is accomplish- 
ed at a materially increased cost IT 
the extra number of Impressions re- 
quired. 


"My investigations in this direction 


lead me to assert that the time Is not 
far distant when a magazine of 32 
pages or even double that number 
may be produced with a different tint 
for every page and all at one impres- 
sion. The ideal color printing for mag- 
azine and newspaper work will be 
when we can reproduce on the printed 
page the artist's sketch, with exactly 
the coloring of the original, and" do it 
at a single Impression of the press. 
That will be printing worthy of the 
age in which we live, and we are near- 
er this result than many believe. 


"Of course this will mean a printing 


press different from that which we 
now have and yet not essentially dif- 
ferent and in no sense complicated. 
Wonderful things are accomplished 
with very : rnple machinery, and this, 
in my judgment, will be one of them. 
The man who works this wonder with 
ink and rollers will deserve a place in 
the proposed Hall of Fame, and in ad- 
dition he will have a commercial bo- 
nanza worth all the mines of the 
Transvaal."

And the 
Christian rule is founded on the Jew- 
ish. Now the (ecclesiastical) moon is 
new on March 30 (April 1), so that 
what \s called the full moon (in the 
prayer book) falls correctly on the 
fourteenth day of the moon, though 
the astronomical full moon just missea

BUMING SUIT AND BLINDING DUST 


COLOR PRINTING'S FUTURE. HORRORS OF THE VELDT 


Experiences 
of 
Hardy 


Highlanders Snaatrttolc and Writh- 
ing For Water—Clouds of Sand and 
Numerous Insects—<Hard Lot of the 
Fighting: Tommy Atkins. 


"Men 
seized with sunstroke, writh- 


ing and gasping for water, were lying 
every 50 yards or so." This is not a 
description of a battlefield, but mere- 
ly the account of the very ordinary 
practice march made by General Mac- 
donald's hardy Highland brigade to 
Koodoosberg on Feb. S, writes the cor- 
respondent of the London Standard, as 
the brigade had marched only ten miles 
when the men thus began to suffer. 
The correspondent goes on to aay: 


"Fortunately the river being close by 


water was procurable, and the men all 
got into camp at the drift by 1 o'clock. 
Only a few of the cases turned out to 
be really serious. Two men were lost 
altogether, one of whom was found 
two days later by a patrol of lancers. 
He was in a raving condition, aad died 
shortly after being brought into camp. 


"The march clearly showed the dan- 


ger of taking infantry for long dis- 
tances in the heat of the day without a 
proper water supply. It practically de- 
cides that .the route to Pretoria must 
be either along a railway or along the 
rivers. 
Another thing clearly mani- 


fested was the unsuitability of the 
heavy equipment of the men for a 
campaign in South Africa." 


H. F. Prevost Battersby, writing 


from Orange River to the London 
Morning Post, gives a still clearer idea 
of what It is to soldier on the veldt 
His dispatch, dated Feb. '5, is in part 
as follows: 


"The sun feels like a heated iron 


held close to the skin. One cannot hold 
a piece of wood which has been lying 
In It. The deep, hot, red sand makes 
intolerable the soles of one's boots, and 
the dust rises at each footstep and 
clings to everything that moves. To 
and fro in their midst, in a trail of dust 
that never settles, move continuously 
the long, strange trains of transports. 
The sidings are choked with trains 
loaded with an army. 
Progress Is 


maddeningly slow, for there is but one 
line from De Aar to the Modder." 


It is the plagues of dust and flies 


that make life unbearable. From Mod- 
der River Mr. Battersby writes: 


"When the first shot was fired across 


the Modder river, the land was green 
In its way. It had at least on it a 
make believe of grass, a sparse, dried, 
untoothsome looking herbage, which 
man and beast accepted as fodder. 
Now it is a blazing red waste of sand. 
The waste estends, the sand is inten- 
sified as regiment Is added to regi- 
ment, battalion to battalion, battery 
to battery, troop to troop. The dust, 
which was once a nuisance, is now lit- 
tle less than a plague. It is always be- 
ing stirred by the strings of horses on 
their way to watering, which pass and 
repass to the river almost every hour 
of the day; by the kicking, squealing 
droves of transport raules; by the long 
spans of oxen. 


"It rises on the stillest days without 


warning in thin, twisting spirals of 
yellow sand, which take their own 
way, beautiful and abominable, acrosa 
the camp, befouling everything, upset- 
ting everything that stands across 
their course and reaching for hundreds 
of feet upward into the still blue sky. 
But the dust devils are little more than 
an amusement to our dust ridden souls. 
It is the dust which comes, not in 
dainty spirals, but in overwhelming 
clouds, that we fear; which bides, not 
a tent here and there, but the entire 
camp, the tfiof of heaven, all vestige 
of the world; which blinds the eyes 
and brings blood to the eyelids, fills the 
mouth with its gritty foulness and 
coats every Inch of the body with a , 
film of brown; which lasts not for a 
few blustering moments, but for hour 
after hour of unrelieved discomfort, 
during which it Is Impossible to ride, 
to write or to forgive one's enemies. 
Well, we shall have, please heaven, but 
few more days of it now. , 


"After the dust—and but a short way 


after—the flies. One used to think, as 
a child, beside the lice and the Wood I 
and the blalns, that the Egyptians 1 
were let off rather lightly with flies. 
• 


A short stay by the Modder alters that 
opinion. The tent is black with them, 
the jam pots hum under the hand that 
lifts them from the table, and the fllea 
pour out between one's fingers like 
black spouts of water. A sudden pyra- 
mid of them forms on every morsel of 
food, and one's hand is never at rest 
sweeping them from one's face. They | 
follow the ink as one writes In search 
of some fresh experience, and the pen 
Is clogged with their severed feet. Be- 
yond doubt one did the Egyptians an 
\njustice. 


"But with the dust and the flies trou- 


ble ceases. 
There ate scorpions no 


doubt, tarantulas, lice and other little 
things of the kind, but these are but 
Incidental 
worries. 
Against 
them 


must be set the magnificent sunlight 
day after day, the clear, cool nights, 
the plenitude of the air." 


StRVING WITH THE SCOUTS. 


C«B»or*l Maben Write* of Wartev* 


In the Philippine*. 


Corporal Walter Maben, who served 


in Cuba -with the District volunteeers, 
but now of Company K, Twenty-sev- 
enth United States infantry volunteers, 
on duty in the island of Luzon, recent- 
ly wrote a letter home detailing bis ex- 
periences at tlie front, from which the 
following extract is taken, says the 
Washington Star: 


"I have not been on the sick report 


since I left Camp Meade. When we 
were up on the north line, I was de- 
tached from the company and put In 
charge of 30 native scouts, with orders 
to report to Lieutenant Blout, Gener- 
al Lawton's chief of scouts. I report- 
ed at a point nine miles north of Bal- 
away, and the next day we started for 
that place. 
It was supposed there 


were 5,000 insurgents there. About 10 
o'clock we struck their outpost. 
We 


kept advancing on them, and they got 
frightened and ran off. The position 
they had would never have been ours 
If they had remained to defend it. 
They did not like the sound of the 
Krag. 


"When we got In sight of the town— 


that is, on a hill, with a river between 
us—we saw they had heavy earthworks 
and four- old pieces of artillery. 
We 


threw out a skirmish line and started 
for the river. I was sent with ten 
scouts and a .company of the Thirty- 
sixth United States volunteers up the 
river to see if we couldn't get on their 
right. We succeeded in swimming the 
river about half a mile up. By the 
time we got across there was plenty of 
music, a piece of light artillery giving 
the enemy a hot fire. We signaled that 
we were all right, and the other boys 
made a dash for the river. They found 
it about knee deep. They crossed, and 
we all rushed on the Tagals about the 
same time. 
Everybody started with 


full magazines. 


"I fell into a hole and came near 


breaking my neck, and when I got out 
the boys had 50 yards the start of me. 
When we got inside the ditch, we 
found 17 dead and 9 wounded natives. 
There were also 40 Mausers and 50 
Remingtons and nobody in the town 
but some old women. In three days 
there were at least 5,000 people there. 


"I saw General Lawton and had to 


report to him several times. One day 
I had to wait about an honr until he 
got ready to sign some orders I had. 
After he had signed them he turned 
around and asked, 'Where have I seen 
you before, corporal?' I saluted and 
replied, 'At Falls Church, Va,' 'Yes, 
and at Santiago. 
Your name is Ma- 


ben,' the general said. I answered in 
the affirmative. 


"The next day he sent for me to take 


some dispatches to the railroad, and I 
had the 'brass' to ask him to send me 
to my company. He asked: 'What is 
the matter with you? Aren't you sat- 
isfied to be here? You will make a 
good scout.' 


"And then I said, 'You k":ow where 


to find me when you want me." His 
answer was, 'I want you.' 


"The next clay after he was killed 


the company received an order for me 
to report to him in person. He was 
not afraid of anything. He wore a 
white uniform and a big white helmet. 
His son was with him all the time, 
wearing a captain's shoulder straps for 
a time. I saw his father take them 
off." 


DULLNESS IN PUPILS. 


Came IB Often Due to Shortslglrteil- 


ne»» or Partial Deafness. 


That dullness of intellect and appar- 


ent inattention of children to ^their 
studies are often due not to any de- 
fect of their minds, but to shortsight- 
edness or partial deafness, is the posi- 
tion taken by Superintendent of Schools 
Andrews of Chicago in a bulletin which 
he will issue to the principals of the 
schools in a few days. 


Dr. Andrews declares, according to 


the New York Times, that in most 
cases where a person or child is found 
to be inattentive or does not appear to 
possess a clear understanding of things 
it is due to either or sometimes to both 
of these causes. This decision, he says, 
has been reached after many years of 
study and research In that work and 
has been emphasized by the work of 
the child study department of the 
schools.

nelly in Worcester Sat- 


urday Night. 


The last of the St. Patrick's day 


celebrations were held Saturday night 
and last night. Division 10, A. O. H. 
held its banquet Saturday, the Black- 
inton banquet was held last eveninng, 
and a celebration of much local inter- 
est, inasmuch as Rev. J. J. Donelly was 
the chief speaker, was held last eve- 
ning in Worcester.

He spoke 
of the records of Irishmen from Com- 
modore Barry down, to Phil Sheridan, 
and of the men from the Bay state, 
speaking in this connection of the 
young men from this vicinity who took 
part in the recent war. He gave a 
number of instances of bravery shown 
by Irishmen in battle. The young men 
should be as loyal and true as have 
been their fathers, and should show by 
deeds and actions for what principles 
they stand. Mr. Moloney's address was 
received with great applause.

ter boy, being the magnet that drew 
them there. His personality drew from 
all parts of the city. They came, heard 
and were satisfied. Like the Mighty 
Caesar, he achieved a triumph on his 
return'to his native city. There was 
not a vacant seat in the ball, and 
many stood to enjoy the rare treat. 
The great hall rang: with his eloquence. 
Mere type can give the words he used, 
but cannot give the effect of his elo- 
quence. 


When Fr. Donnelly was Introduced 


there was an ovation lasting several 
minutes, and frequently during his ad- 
dress he was stopped by the bursts of 
applause, while at the close there wi^s 
another ovation to the speaker. A brief 
synopsis of his address follows: 


The practice of venerating her saints 


and invoikinsr them in prayer has al- 
ways been a distinguishing feature of 
Catholic- worship. For men find, comfort 
in a practice which keeps before their 
eyes the truth that tiiere an,- holy lies 
uniting heaven and earth. There Is no 
nation that does not ooint out with 
Just pride the achievements 
«.tf 
her 


great statesmen and her heioes, and if 
the church holds ever sacred the mem- 
ory of St Peter and St Paul, so too 
will be revered the saintly men who 
have inherited their spirit and have 
continued their work. It is the memory 
of one of those noble apostles that we 
celebrate today. For to St. Patrick 
were our fathers indebted for the so- 
lution of the problem which they had 
been unable to solve, and which makes 
It today our privilege to enjoy the ben- 
efits of the true religion with all its 
beauty and majesty. 


We are all familiar wth the story 


of his life. Taken into Ireland a. slave, 
he escaped only to return years after- 
ward at the head of the church. His 
return marked the beginning of one of 
the grandest triumphs ever achieved in 
the cause of God. A marvelous change 
swept over the island. 
The people 


seemed to be endowed! with a deep re- 
ligious instinct that had prepared them 
for the message of the gospel Within 
an incredibly short time, without the 
shdding of a single drop of blood, a 
new kingdom had b«en added to the 
church of God. 


The burning zeal of St. Patric stir- 


red the hearts and fired the soula of 
the people and in a few years they be- 
came a sanctified race. And during1 the 
three centuries 
which followed 
the 


death of St. Patrick the church as it 
existed in Ireland was nowhere eauall- 
ed. During that grolden era of her his- 
tory no nation was more 
intensely 


'hristian, more 
thoroughly 
civilized 


nor more profoundly learned. 


Hers was the proud distinction of 


holding the intellectual supiemacy of 
all Christendom. Her seminaries were 
filled with students from all lands, and 
her missionaries went outside the con- 
fines of their country to win back to 
ligher efforts people who had already 
been converted but fallen, away from 
the true standard of life, and to brine 
to heathen nations the knowledge of 
the true God. 


Then> through the ten-'long centuries 


ot oppression and agony that followed 
as in the days of her glory, Ireland re- 
mained Catholic still. Her land waa 
ravaged, her alters destroyed, her cit- 
ies rifled, but her true glory was not 
dimlnstoed nor her faith shaken. With 
scarcely an, intermission the clash of 
arms sounded, the shouts of battle 
rang out and rivers of blood deluged 
the land. As a result of it Ireland's 
nationality was gone but Ireland's nofole 
manhood, Indomitable spirit and un- 
yielding faith still lived. 


To degrade that manhood, to crush 


that spirit and to uproot that faith, 
came the crowning infamy of all, the 
system of penal laws which for bru- 
tality, for inhumanity, for crying in- 
justice ha,ve never be6n> paralleled in 
the annals of the world. No need for 
men of our lineage to be told their 
shocking details. 
Too well we know 


them. But through it all the people 
clung to their old faith with a constan- 
cy that has never been surpassed. And 
when at last, drivem almost to despair, 
thousands of her people sought ini a 
strange land the liberty and peace de- 
nied them at home, they brought their 
faith and their love of freedom, with 
them. 


Hence when a friendly people opened 


its arms to receive them, bidding them 
rally round a standard with equality of 
rights and liberty of conscience', as one 
man they rose to the; opportunity, and 
they never proved false to the trust 
imposed in them. Love for the land of 
their birth grew only to biend with 
love for the land of their adoption, 
They could not forget the old; they 
were willing to die for the new. 


None could appreciate 
better 
than 


they the blessing of liberty, and so 
whenever country called they were 
ever found at the post of duty, on the 
side of justice and honor and liberty. 
Through all our history in time of 
peace and in time of trouble 
Irish 


brain and Irish brawn have rallied for 
the building up of our institutions and 
the maintainance of our liberty. 


Ask your own Hon. George F. Hoar 


where stood the men of Irish race in 
Worcester during the trying times of 
the civil war, and you will hear as I 
have h\a.rd his ringing eloquence tell- 
ing the glorious record of O'Neill and 
Daly and McConville- and the others 
who went down with them to death 
that the union might live and the flag 
of liberty continue to wave. 


And where is the people that can 


point to a nobler, a prouder record? 
True, no rac^ has been more misun- 
derstood, 
more misrepresented 
amd 


more atrociously maligned. But the 
day has gooo£ by when the bigot and 
partisan can mould public opinion. 


It Is not so long ago that our ears 


were assailed 
with the cry 
that 


ignorance is the striking characteris- 
tic of our race. We who know their 
history can fling back fai the face of 
the vile traducer the scornful sneer 
and infamous taunt. Ignorant Irish? 
Who made them so? Time was when 
whole nations deemed it a privilege to 
learn from the lips of Irish teachers. 
And the learning of a gifted 
people 


languished only when knowldege and 
learning were made a crime and a 
felony. 


Boast not, at least, to us of your 


vaunted Anglo-Saxon civilization. We 
were already civilized when they wal- 
lowed in the mire of baibarism. And 
when we taught them the first lesson of 
truth and science, their gratitude was 
that of the matricide who lifts his foul 
hand to strike at the heart of the 
mother who nurtured and cared for 
him. 


Speak not to us of blood binding us 


to the so-called mother country. ,There 
is a barrier of blood between us, the 
blood of thfe brave men whose only 
crime waa love of liberty and fidelity 
to God. 


Ireland's greaeat glory In the past 


has been her abiding faith. May we 


keep it untainted and kindle it to the 
heart* of our children. 
With that 


faith In our hearts. Justice and honor 
will ahlne In our lives, and we shall 
give the world the beat proof of our 
love tor the land where our fathers 
were born, the strongest pledge of 
loyalty to the land of our birth and 
their adoption.

The appointment 
1>y Bishop Bea- 


ven of Rev. James Boyle as castor of 
St. Joseph's church in Pittsfield was 
announced in that church

morning. Rev. Father jtJoyle has for 
many years been pastor of All Saints' 
church at Ware, and -will take the 
place made vacant by the death of Rev. 
T. M. Smith, The name of Rev. Father 
Boyle has been prominently associated 
with almost every change of conse- 
quence in the diocese for several years. 
There has been, however, zreat re- 
luctance to lose him in "Ware, and the 
news of his appointment was received 
with erreat regret there. He is a man 
of broad culture and an orator of abili- 
ty, and as such he has been in demand 
in many places and has become widely 
known through the diocese, in which 
he has many friends. 


Rev. James Boyle was born in Bir- 


kenhead, England, but was broug-ht to 
New York by his parents when 
a 


young child. He went through the 
public schools there, and at the close 
of the war was graduated at St. The- 
rese college in Canada. In 1875 he was 
graduated from, the grand semi-nary of 
3t. Sulniee at Montreal, beins a mem- 
ber of the same class with BIshoo Bea- 
ven, of whom he has always been a 
close friend. 


His first appointment was as curate 


at Uxbridgre, where he remained 2% 
years. He was then for three months 
at Easthampton and three months at 
Florence. 
In 1S7S he went to Spring- 


field as curate in the Sacred Heart 
church, and remained there until he 
was sent in June. 1881, to Grafton as 
pastor of St. Philip's church. He was 
appointed in February, 1S87, to All 
Saints' church in Ware, where he has 
remained ever since.
